Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The claim limitation of having the component registry physically 
independent of the bridge agent such that the bridge agent receives a description of functional capabilities of 
components of the other distributed system from a component registry is different from the teachings of Bayardo 
wherein the bridge agent contains the registry.
